Of the two blots in the national character resulting from an 
overweening reliance in our own skill, and an almost impious dis- 
regard of the accidents of life, the recent unhappy loss of the 
Tweed steamer presents a striking illustration, and it behoves the 
press to take advantage of the circumstance to dwell upon the im- 
portance of unvarying precaution. There is a generous disincli- 
nation to press severely upon a man who, in addition to the de- 
struction of his own nautical reputation, has to endure the tortur- 
ing reflection that to his want of care have been sacrificed the 
lives of seventy-three fellow creatures, a large amount of pro- 
perty, and all the worldly advantages which the rescued passen- 
gers and the confiding merchant anticipated from the safe prose- 


cution of her voyage. But this generosity is a public cruelty, 
tending to the perpetuation of carelessness, and a repetition of its 
frightful results. Of course, until all the facts are before the 
journalist, it would be hazardous to pronounce unqualified con- 
demnation upon the conduct of the ill-fated commander; he may 
have strong palliation to urge. Yet this one fact is too obvious to 
be dissipated by any subsequent explanations, He knew by his 
course he was near the shore. If the weather had prevented his 
ascertaining, by observation, the exact proximity to land, it was 
his bounden duty to exercise the greater caution ; and familiar, by

Jong experience, with the treachery of currents, to have stood out 
to sea, even at the risk of the loss of a day or two in the voyage. 
We do not believe that any circumstance can be urged in ex- 
tenuation of the reproach of the blind confidence which induced 
him to persevere. It was this unfortunate English tendency to 
the laissez aller that caused the loss of the Great Britain and a 
score of other fine vessels ; and if a similar want of vigilance has 
not been so fatal to our armies as to our ships, it has been because 
the moral and physical power of the soldiery has not had to 
grapple with Nature in repairing the errors ofj confident’ com- 
manders. Animprovement has, we think, taken place—we know 
it was meditated—in the selection of men for service in the mer- 
cantile marine ; they either do, or will, pass an examination as to 
their professional qualifications, their acquaintance with naviga- 
tion, the method of handling a ship, &c.; but we are not sure 
that the morale of the future commander is subjected to any pecu- 
liar test, though his personal qualities in that respect are of as 
much importance in preserving discipline, ensuring harmony 
among: passengers, and protecting the property entrusted to him, 
as his acquaintance with technical matters is essential to him in 
the mechanical working of his vessel, It appears to us that the 
shipmaster’s moral code is as much required as “ Norie’s Assist- 
ant,” “ Horsburgh,” or ‘ Hamilton Moore.” HGS a 

‘he inattention to minor matters, to which reference has been 
made above, is exemplified in the absence of life-preservers on 
board our ships generally, and of an axe to cut away masts in 
the special instance of, the Tweed. - “ A. kind of penknife” was 
the only thing at, hand to give the vessel a chance of righting 
herself, and of rising. above the reef in a moment of extreme 
danger. We know it might be very inconvenient to, crowd a 
vessel with boats and. life-preservers when she-is in all respects 
equipped for a safe voyage; but there is a medium in all things ; 
and surely no one who has been on board a well-found ship but 
must smile at the sight of. one,-or at most two, queer looking 
buoys attached to the quarter or the stern for the benefit of “a 
man overboard.” Half a dozen of those life-preservers which 
afford accommodation for half a dozen persons each is the least 
provision, in addition to the boats, against the calamity of ship- 
wreck that a prudent commander and humane owners would 
make. Had the Tweed boasted of that number, with something 
better than a penknife to release them from their lashings, we 
should not now have to mourn the death of some seventy human 
beings. 

Of the conduct of the crew and passengers, whose safety was 
vouchsafed by a beneficent Providence, it is impossible to speak 
too highly. It would be an unpardonable omission to allude to 
the disaster without a tribute to their patience, their fortitude, 
their indomitable energy. Neither severe privations, nor the 
failure of experiments, nor the threatening aspect of the wild seas 
around them, daunted their spirits nor paralysed their exertions. 
They saw that a common danger demanded efforts in common ; 
the strong, as readily as the weak, acknowledged the importance 
of subordination and obedience, and the power of absolving 
themselves from control was voluntarily exchanged for a noble 
resolution to yield to the suggestions of a master mind. 


With admirable courage (says an eloquent’ contemporary) the 
body of shipwrecked sufferers repelled every unworthy impulse of 
desptiring peevishness or insubordination. Although they were 
thrown, not on a shore however inhospitable, but on a sunken rock 
in the ocean, with the wide waters all round, each accepted his set 
task with cheerfal alacrity, New difficultics only sugvested new 
devices and exertions; the work of the carpenter was performed with 
the worst of tools and materials — with shirts and pillow-cases to 
eke out the fault in the planking; with a boat thus patched up the 
chief officer undertook a voyage of a hundred miles in quest of aid; 
a still to make fresh water was constructed on the loose raft; all, 
officers and men, continuing in their duty where baser spirits would 
have thought themselves absolved from effort by despair, The depth 
of misery served to display only a further depth of generosity in all, 
sufferers and rescuers; the leader of the rescuers came to share tie 
peril that remained; and then would have refused reward. Even if 
all these exertions and sacrifices had failed of their direct object, they 
would not have been in vain; for thev gave to the fainting heart the 
best of all cordials — sympathy, and the knowledge of the goodness 
which is in humanity: had death come, the sufferers would have ex- 
pired with a sweet taste of existence. But the succession ot all but 
hopeless devices succeeded ; and by the tale of the I'weed men are 
again reminded, that there is no situation so desperate but what 
energy and ingenuity, self reliance, and the generous fulfilment of 
mutual duty, may bring safety — even across the ocean and through 
the storm — to men standing in waters on the forlcrn sunken rock,

NARRATIVE OF THE WRECK OF THE WEST INDIA 
MAIL PACKET-SHIP TWEED. | 


(From an Eyewitness.) 


Tho Royal Mail Steam Packet Company's steam-ship Tweed, of 1800 tons, and 
500-horse power, commanded by Mr. G. Parsons, master R.N., left Southampton 
on the 17ih December, 1816, with mails and passengers for the West Indies. She 
arrived at Havannah on the 7th of February, and embarked mails and passengers 
for Mexico. The passengers numbered 62, including two ladies and a female 
servant; and attached to the ship, including officers, engineers, crew, and stew- 
ardess, there were 89 persons; making a rotal of 151 souls on board, 

The Tweed loft Hivannah at 6 P.M, on Tuesday, the 9th of February, for Vera 
Cruz, having on board the English out mails of the 2d of January, also 1115 
bottles of quicksilver, valued at 18,0004., besides other packages. After leaving 
the Tavarnah, the course steered was W. till G am. on the 10ch; distance 
run about 78 miles, the ship being deep, During this time the wind was light. 
From 6 A.M. titl noon of the 10th tha course was W., by S. half S., about 42 miles, 
when it was chinged to W.S.W. The wind bagan to freshen all Wednesday, 
and there was every indication ofa “norther.” At midnight it was very black, 
with thunder and much lightning, and the wind came round suddenly to the 
north. It should be here observed that no observation of the sun could be ob- 
tained by the captain at noon this aay. 

TnuRrspay, Feu. 11.—lIt continvei to blow heavy from the north, with a con- 
siderable sea Oa. At noon no Observation of the sun could be had, it being 
e oude aid obscure. To-day, at noon, the bearings of the Alacranes were S. 86 
Wa 121 miles by dead reckoning, 

Marosy, Pen. 12.—Ab one 230 a.m. the eaptala went on deck, which he con- 
tinued to walk till seven bells, or oalf-past 3, bad struck, when one of the look- 
out men forward called out breakers ahead!" Instantly the captain was for- 
ward wi the officer of the watch, midshipmen, and look-out men, and then as 
quick as thought the orders were givea to “stop the engines,” and * turn astern 
full speed,” the helm belang ordeced “hard a starboard.” The weiter of this 
Narrative was awoke by the ery of breakers ahead,” although not fally knowing 
its purport; and whey sounds of people rusning hurriedly overhead were heard, 
he erent Jumped out et bed, saitened up nis trousers wid bots, and was on 
deck ina vary fow secuods, Hegasta glayce to the lelt ani right, and saw the 
dreaded white tops of the breakers stretching along in the gloom and d knees. 
‘The captain was amidships, coming aff, aud was ssked, ' What danger, capt via ? 
Us replied, * Never tear, she’s going astern.” He must have meant the engines, 
for the ship herself never did, as, in a few seconds more, she went crash on the 
reef with almost all her force, as she bad been under full steam, with sails set. 
She weit over a little to leeward on first striking, then righted, and being raised 
hy the gwell, she again crashed onthe rocks with all her weixhi. ‘his seemed 
fairly to dash ber who'e botian in, sending the machinery, boilers, and funnel up 
with a jerk same inches, 4 he engines immediately stopped of themselves, the 

# boilers, Ailing the eugine-room, and flying up through 
the hatchways ina thick whitecloud. Toere was then no hope of getting the 
ship off the reef, and orders were given to prepare the life-bouts, and stand by 
the otners. AI this was the work of afew minutes. The passengers ard crew 
haw crowded on deck, some almost Naked, and but tew dressed. On striking the 
second time the ship swung broad (port) side on the reef, and then fell over to 
windward. The sea then struck her, carrying away in a moment, as if they were

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|; All this time we scarcely 
L Some.thought it might be the coast of Yuca- 
tan, naturally supposing that the ship had been gradually set towatds it by the 
fierce norther which had blown for two days, but no land whatever was to be 
seen, On looking over the breakers, nothing but water met the eye, though very 
indistinctly, of course, in the darkness of the night. ’Twere absurd to attempt 
to convey an idea of our fearful condition at that moment—so hopeless! The 
ship was rapidly going to pieces under our teet; there was no chance of the 
boats living in such a sea, aud even they could only save a few souls; there was 
no land to be seen, and troly death stared us in the face. All made up their 
minds that there was no hope. Some might be heard to utter a short prayer to 
their Maker for pardon, while holding on with all their strength in the midst of 
the tempest and the crashing of timbers, By this time the masts had gone over 
the side. A few minutes more and the destruction was complete, The ship 
parted fore and‘aft the sponsons, leaving the machinery and boilers standing on 
the reef. One or two seas tore the deck off the after part of the ship, as the latter 
divided from the machinery. At the last moment orders were given to lower the 
two boats, which was done, And they drifted a little astern: but they were with- 
out oars, it is thought, and there is no doubt th- boats were much stove when 
swidging atthe ship's side full of men. One more sea sent all the after part of 
the ship, boats and all, fying in a thousand pieces, and all that had remained on 
it were écattered in the sea, The writer recollects being seated, with the captain 
and a few others, ou a part of the ship's side to which. the netting was attached, 
with the water up to our breasts. A fearful cry was heard, and the captain said, 
“ Oh, these poor men in the boats, they are gone, God have mercy on them f’? 
All was still. Inamoment more, it seemed as if tons of broken wood were hurled 
on the top of us, and we were Scattered and buried beneath the waves. Then 
came a fearfal choking struggle with death. The prayer to God, thoughts of 
“ heme,” and struggles for life, all at the same moment 1 ‘ ‘ 

In less than thirty minutes from the first notice of danger the destruction of 
the Tweed was complete. How so many wero afterwards saved is a miracle, 
The writer mentions his own case only to ‘show the way in which many others 
were saved. After being all bat drowned, the receding. waves dashed him on a 
piece of wreck, which he found to be a skylight, perched on a piece of the stern 
post, to-which a few ragged timbers were attached. To this he clung with nine 
others, the sea breaching over all, and at times “ashing against us large pieces of 
the wreck, which sadly maimed us. Still we clung onjuntil we found we had 
been drifted inside the breakers to rather smoother warer.: At length we got so far 
on the reef that one of our party, on stepping out ona piece of wood, said he 
found the bottom, in only a few feet of water. A few of us crawled off the piece 
of wreck which had saved us, but the injured clung to it till a litde daylight ap- 
peared, when bef also crept on shore—no, not on shore, but on the reef, among 
wreck, water, and stones. When daylight fairly came, what a fearful picture 
was presented to our eyes! Tor at least'a mile along the edge of the reef, inside 
the breakers, nothing was to be seen but wreck, piled up in awful confusion, 

We then began to think it must be the reef called the “ Alacranes’’ where the 
shiv. had struck. This reef is about fifteen miles long by twelve miles broad, 
and is distant about sixty-five miles from the nearest part of the mainland on the 
Yucatan coast. The course of the ship was intended to be about thirty miles to 
the south of the reef, say about midway between the coast and Alacranes ; there 
fore the current must have sent the ship bodily'to the north, and that right in 
the teeth of a strong norther. The Alacrane reefs are completely under water, 
at low tide thera being here and there small patches where there might be 
about eighteen inches water, the same places at full tide being covered by perhaps 
three fert of water; other pene having four, five, and six feet, with here and 
there open spaces of several fathoms of water. Most providential was it that 
the wreck took place at ebb tide, 

At daylight on the morning of Friday, Feb. 12, the survivors began to creep 
together and consult what was to be done. The morning was bitrer cold, and 
few had any clothing. One lifeboat was reported to be unfit for use, having some 
eight teet of the side torn away, besides being rent from stem to stern, so that 
she opened with every sea that struck her, ‘The cutter was reported also useless, 
being crushed to pieces, and the only other boat to be seen was the mail-boat, 
which was also reported of no use, “Onr Position seemed hopeless. By 10 a.m 
the tide was observed to be flowing. We had never thought of that; and now 
came the question from every mouth, “ How far is it likely to flow ®” but noone 
could tell! The mail-boat was fixed on as the only baat worth attempting to 
make swim. She was hauled out from the wreck and pushed to the place 
where we stood, which had then some twelve inches of water on it. The'carpenter, 
poor man, was seen in the morning to leap off the remaining portion of the 
wreck, and try to swim on shore, Healmost gained the reef, but was drowned ; 
his loss was greatly felt at this time, We had no hammer, nails, &c., and 
scarcely knew how to commence to repair the boat. About this time some one 
happened to pick uo ono of the ship's compasses. Wonderful to relate, it was 
uninjured, although it had been torn out of tne binnacle, washed on the reef, and 
was found lying among the mass of wreck and stones with not even the glass 
broken! We hailed it as sent by heaven to assist in our deliverance. Thade- 
fects in the frail boat were tinkered up as much as possible, so that by 4 p.m. 
she was thought fit to swim, She set off at 5 p.m. with orders to steer south. 
As she moved away from us many felt asinking at the heart, The tide was flow- 
ing, and continued to flow till near miduight. This was-imost anxious.time to 
all—our first night, not knowing to what the tide might flow, and our only foot- 
ing ona “ loos bundle of sticks,” it might almost be said, There was not room 
to lie down, but all huddled together in a sitting posture as close as possible to 
keep each other warm. During the day a few managed to reach the reef in 
safety, but far the greater number were killed by the Aoating timber in the surf, 
as they tried to reach us. Halfa dozen might he seen at a time to make the 
attempt, but seldom more than one lived through the surf. ‘hose who came 
safe, said that, although the side of the ship, from the figurehead to the port- 
sponson, might be seen by us at daylight still hanging together, yet, in reality, 
that was all that was left; there was nothing behind it—decks, beams, all were 
gone! Inan hour or so after daylight the side of the thip, from the bows as far 
aft as the fore part of thesponson broke away, leaving only the sponson and wheel, 
surmounted still by the life-boat: the latter was observed soon to be washed 
away, falling to windward, and dashed to atoms in a few minutes; so now, all 
that remained to be seen above water were the sponsons and the top of the 
wheel, To this small portion still clung some dozen people, It should have 
before been observed, that before the little boat left us to-day we all gathered 
together, and offered up our thanks to Almighty God for our wonderful preser- 
vation. One of the passengers had saved a prayer-book, and kindly read 
prayers. To-day each had a little wine} and a little oatmeal. 

SATURDAY, Fes. 13.—By 6 a.m. all were up and astir, A small drop of brandy 
was dealt round in the neck broken off a bottle, with acork init. ‘I'nen, all who 
were able to work were divided into parties, each in charge of an officer of the 
ship; some to secure provisions, others clothes, and spars for our raft, &c, It 
was another mercy to find s0 many odicers of the ship saved, as they were able 
to takecharge of the men, keep them in order, and make them useful; for with- 
out some order and system nothing would have beer done. At 10 a.m. all were 
gathered together on the raft, and we offered up our thanks to God for our pre- 
servation through the night. By 4 p.m. all the spars which could be collected 
together were added to our raft, and lashed together, as well as we could manage, 
with odd ropes picked up; and the raft was now nearly double the size, and 
much heavier; still anything but secur», We served out to each half a 
“ tottle” of brandy, and a Amail ball of flour mixed up with a little salt water, 
wine, and a little treacle. The five poor fellows who stiil clung to the wreck 
were observed about to leave it; they bad tied together two spars, which they 
had broken off, and at last committed themselves to the surf. How anxiously 
we all watched, ready to assist them, Out of the five, three were saved, We 
now numbered 69 souls on the raft, and 10 having gone off in the litile boat, 
made 79 saved out of 151 souls supposed to have been on board. We had by this 
time gathered together on the raft three barrels of four, one small barrel of oat- 
meal, one small cask of brandy, one barrel of vinegar, one case of claret, about 
three cases of other wines, three hams, two small cheeses, one small basket oí 
preserved apples, 2 piece of bacon, two live pigs, one live sheep, one dead sheep, 
one dog alive, one tin of stuff like treacle, one small barrel of butter, and one 
box of candles. W ie had also picked up sone few clothes. A bag containing 
the ship's signals was found, and one flag was fastened to a spar, which we 
hoisted as a signal ro any ship, AtGP. M. we all Jay down to rest, the depth of

We ki ow that many would not have acted so romptly, Is 
To return to the cinoe alongside our raft, She brought some roasted fow!s. 
biscuit, and two or three gallons of water mixed with sugar. Captain Camp 
came also with her, and for a noble purpose, namely, to'remain with us on ae 
raft, as a security in himself that the brig would not leave us until all were ff 
cued! ‘The raft’s muster-roll was at once got out, and twenty-five names C3 to 
over, commencing with tbe invalids, all of whom were to go off in the pange in 
the brig. The writer’s name was among the first called out, but, for cer AN 
pressing reasons, which need not be here mentiobed, he preferred: remaining : i 
the raft till the last. The canoe started with twenty-five passengers, and wa 
anxiously watched while the attempt was made to pull her through the breakers. 
After a struggle, this was accomplished, and their oars got out, and they were 
about to hoist the sail, when a sea struck her, and turned her broadside on to the 
sur’, into which she was driven, and back on to the reef, narrowly escaping being 
capsized, Herc ew said she was overloaded, so twelve only were sent in hber; 
and this time she got over in safety, and made towards the brig, on board which 
they were placed. She returned about 4 P.M, bringing the prig’s small boat, 
which alone came through the surf, the canoe stopping outside, as they were 
afraid she would get stove if she struck the reef in the middle of the boiling surf. 
The small boat took off seven passengers to the canoe, and returned for seven 
more, with which she set off. One wave seemed to lift her high in the air, then 
dash her round broadside on, and capsize her. She turned over and over, and 
was swept back on to the reef, full of water, the people who were in her being 
scattered about in the surf. Fortunately, all of them, after a little, got a footing 
on the reef, in four or tive feet of water, and reached the r 
boat was baled clear of water, and a few more seamen put into her, with extra 
oars, and only four passengers allowed to go. This time she got safely through 
the surf, and alongside the canoe, which went to the brig, the smalt boat return- 
ing tothe raft. li was now getting late, and the trig stood out to sea for the 
night. We dealt round the sugar and water and biscuit, with some rashers of 
ham in addition, which we prepared from our own stock. A lantern, sent from 
the brig on purpose, was then hoisted on the oar Signal-staff, and we passed a 
leasant night, compared with previous ones, enjoying a secure sleep, with the 
fittte boat alongside, and the brig not far off, i 
Tuespay, Fen. 16. — All astir at 6 A.M., but no appearance of the brig. At 
11 aM. the brig hove in sight, coming from leeward, and by 2 p.m, she hove to, 
and sent off the canoe to us. We now saw it was hopeless to attempt geiting the 
people conveyed through the surf, which appeared to roar louder, and rise with 
greater violence than before ; and should the boats strike the reef in trying to get 
through the surf, they might get so much ivjured that the brig might be com- 
pelled to leave the greater number of us behind ; besides, it was dangerous for 
the brig to be kept so near a Jee shore, should a“ norther” spring up. It was 
therefore proposed that the canoe should come through the surf to us, to be em- 
ployed with the small boat in carrying us all at one time across the reef to the 
southward, to the small island, where the brig could §o round and pick us up. 
This was agreed on, as our only chance of ail reaching tha brig in safety. But 
there was no time to be lost; therefore Captain Parsons Save orders to us to em- 
bark forthwith, no one taking with him a singie rag more than was on his back. 
Some were disposed to think this a severe order; but when it was explained 
that we numbered so many, it might almost be impossible to get the boats to 
clear some of the sunken rocks which studded the entire extent of the reef, and 
that our lives depended on the boats drawing not one inch more than our own 
weight would make them, all set about embarking with cheerfulness ; before 
doing which, however, every one knelt down on the raft, and we offered up our 
united and fervent thanks to Almixhty God for His goodness. There were fobs 
two people stowed in the canoe, and ten ia the small boat. At 5 pam. we shoved 
off in silence, all looking back at the raft, which had > 16;

Nicutiy SHELTER or Housrress Poor, — The committee of the 
above association, in closing their three asylums for the past season, 
made a report on Monday of the number of unfortunate individuals 
who since its opening on the 14th of December last availed them- 
selves of the shelter thus afforded during the very severe weather, | 
Upwards of 130.000 men, women, and children have participated in 
its benefits, and amongst whom upwards of 300,000 rations of food 
were distributed. The expenses of the past pyear, from the vast 
number of applicants, were greater than any preceding year since its 
institution. 

Inpa House. — On Wednesday a ballot was taken at the East

Heatran or THE Metrororis, — The deaths returned by the me- 
tropolitan registrars for the week ending Sa‘urday last were 1051, 
being an increase of 47 on the mortality of the previous week, and 
137 in excess of the weekly average of five springs. This result is 
to a certain extent attributable to the unusual coldness of the 
weather at the commencement cf the present month, and tends to | 
illustrate the ascertained influence of atmospheric circumstances on 
certain forms of disease. Bronchitis and other diseases of the 
organs of respiration, instead of yielding under the influence of 
spring, continued to swell the mortality indicated by the returns, In 
which nearly one third of the whole number of deaths are referred to 
this class of complaints. Diseases of an epidemic character appear 
to have increased, particularly hooping congh and ether complaints 
incident to children; the deaths from typhus are also more nue 
merous than in the preceding week. As regards locality, the excess 
of mortality over the spring average was greatest in the south and 
west districis, but was shared by all the groups of districts into which 
the metropolis is divided by the registrar- general. ‘The mean tem- 
perature of the week was 47°9, no less than 11 degrees above that of 
the previous week,

Fatmourn. — On February 6. the Lords of the Committee of her 
Majesty's Privy Council for Trade were pleased to relax much of 
the restrictions enforced by the quarantine regulations, by allowing 
all bottoms arriving at the ports of the United Kingdom from 
Turkey and the Black Sea to be cleared by the Custom House 
authorities immediately on arrival, provided they had non-enumer- 
ated cargoes. By a letter of their lordships of April 3. arrivals from 
the ports of Egypt and Syria are likewise to be admitted to pratique 
freely. Thus the late detention to vessels and cargoes by remaining 
from four to ten days waiting for clearance has been swept entirely 
away; an arrangement which will prove a considerable saving to 
the shipowner, to the merchant, and to the public purse. 

Penzance. — On Saturday evening last several of the inhabitants 
of Penzance were not a little startled on witnessing an otter march- 
ing down Chapel Street with the utmost sane froide. He approached 
a female, who was unconscious that she was in such company, and 
by getting in contact with her feet, nearly threw her to the ground, 
A man who lodged at the Turk’s Head inn brought out a large and 
powerful bull. dog, when a severe encounter ensued between the dog 
and otter, the result of which was for some time doubtful, but ulti- 
mately terminated in the death of the latter, 

WILTSHIRE. — An inquest was held, on Monday, on the body of E. 
T. Colston, Esq, of Roundway Park, anda verdict of “ Found 
drowned returned;” the jury was composed of magistrates and 
gentry. Deceased was shown to have been in his usual state of 
mind on the morning of his death, and nothing was observed in his 
manner that could justify the suspicion that it was a suicidal act. 
The pond in which he was found is surrounded by verv steep banks ; 
and a person unable to swim would not, if he accidentally fell in, be 
able to extricate himself, 

Yanmoutu.—We understand that the Royal Victoria steam ship, 
on Friday morning, the 9th ins:., while on her passage from London 
to Leith, observed a schooner off the Dudgeon bearing a signal of 
distress. Although at the time it was blowing a terrible gale from 
the north. west, the Royal Victoria immediately bore down upon her, 
and discovered that it was the Sarah of Yarmouth, from Shields for 
that port, having sprung a leak during the gale. The lite boat of 
the steamer was instantly launched, and five of her crew having gal- 
lartly volunteered to board the schooner, at imminent hazard to 
themselves, the whole hands, consisting of the master, mate, and two 
seamen, were rescued from their perilous situation. They were 
much exhausted from pumping the vessel, which shortly afterwards 
went down, ‘They, along with their deliverers, were hauled on board 
the Royal Victoria by ropes; and the last of them had only got 
safely on deck, when a sea swept away the life boat, which was 
thrown under the paddle-wheel of the steamer and knocked to pieces,

Tur Porrerites.—On Tuesday last week fourteen families from 
different parts of the potteries, numbering nearly sixty persons, took 
their departure for America. Eight of the families go under the 
auspices of the Potters’ Emigration Society, the remaining six pro- 
ceed on their own resources; but the destination of all is Columbia 
County, United States, where the society have purchased a tract of 
land. The emigrants are potters, but in the backwoods of the new 
world they are to discontinue the exercise of the potter's art, and obs 
tain a livelihood as agriculturists. Thousands assembled at Etruria, 
Burslem, and ‘Tunstall; the banks of the canal were lined by spec- 
tators ; great numbers accompanied the emigrants by boats to Hard- 
castle, and several proceeded as far as Wheelock. ‘There were two 
bands of music aboard, and the parties seemed in high spirits. To- 
day the emigrants sail from Liverpool by the Orazaba, a first-class 
American liner, for their new homes at Pottersville. 

Rocupatr.—On Monday morning the stonemasons at Rochdale 
and the neighbourhood, who are members of the Trades’ Union, 
turned out for an advance of wages, to the amount of sixpence per 


\ day. Themen have had 4s. per day during the winter, and they now 


want 4s. 6d. The masters, under the present depression of trade, 
refuse to pay the demand. , 

CHELTENHAM. — On Tuesday evening a festive party given by 
Lieut.-Col. Fitzmaurice, in Berkeley Square, Cheltenham, was 
shocked by the awfully sudden death of one of the guests, a young 
lady named Quinelar, who had formerly been a governess in the 
family. The deceased had after supper danced a quadrille, and had 
just partaken of an ice, when she was suddenly taken ill, becameé 
insensible, and though a medical gentleman was present as one of 
the party she expired within a few minutes. Death was caused, it 
is presumed, by effusion of blocd on the brain. An inquest was held 
on the body on Thursday evening by the deputy-coroner, when the 
jury returned a verdict of “ Died by the visitation of God.” 

PortsMoutn. — A court-martial was held on ‘Tuesday on board 
the Victory on an able seaman of the brig Recruit, named James 
Smythe, for deserting from that ship on the 24th of last November, 
when in the harbour of Devonport. There was no evidence to prove 
that the man had deserted on the day laid in the charge, but direct 
evidence to show that he was on board the ship and attending to his 
duty on the 25th, the“day after the charge is laid; in the face of 
which, however, the charge was declared ‘fully proved,” and the 
poor fellow adjudged to receive fifty lashes, to be imprisoned twelve 
months in Winchester gaol, and to forfeit all pay due to him by 
time of service. J 

Morton. — On Saturday night last, an incendiary fire’took place 
on the farm of Mr. Hill, at Morton, in the county of Nottingham, 
which destroyed a stack containing upwards of seventy quarters of 
wheat, The flames were first observed by Miss Hill, who saw a red 
glare through her bedroom window, and on giving an alarm, her 
father proceeded into the stack yard, but the fire had gained too preat 
an ascendancy to have any hope of saving any portion of the stack. 
An engine fiom Southwell, and a crowd of people from the villages 
around, collected to assist, and by great exertions prevented the 
flames from communicating with the other stacks and the farm 
buildings. ‘Ihe owner, who is universally respected, is fully insured 
in the Nottingham and Nottinghamshire fire-offices, and the damage 
is estimated at 260. Mr, Hull's farm adjoins the fcot-road from 
Morton to Bleasby, and after a full investigation there is no doubt 
that fire was set to the stack against the wall which separates the 
farm-yard from the fuot-path, by some incendiary, who for the present 
has escaped, 

Wiyxrizco, — On Monday evening an alarming fire, supposed to 
have been caused by an incendiary, was discovered upon the premises 
of Mark Westaway, at Foljohn Park Farm, Winkfield, Berks. The 
fire, which first broke out in the outbuildings, destroyed, amongst 
other valuable property, a hay rick, two wheat ricks, a chaise, besides 
a waggon, and the farm buildings. A portion of the property was 
fortunately insured. 
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SCOTLAND. 

Epixgurcu.—A meeting of those favourable to the government 
measure of education is to be held in Glasgow on the 15th inst, It 
is summoned by the lord provost, at the request of a respectable body 
of citizens and a great number of the leading merchants in Glasgow. 
The Secession presbytery of Kelso are to- petition against it, but 
discriminating in their consideration of public matters, they are to 
petition in favour of the Marriage and Registration Bills. 

Petitions in favour of protection to British shipping are being got 
up in the principal Scotch ports. No differential disability, such as 


‘the distillers had to complain of, is set forth, but naked protection is 


insisted on as the only safeguard, of the British mercantile marine. 
Sir R. G, Booth, of Sligo, 1s fitting out at Ardrossan, a fine 800 ton 
ship, called the Æolus, for the purpose of conveying the poor on his 
estates to the North American colonies. The provisioning and ac- 
commodation are on the most liberal scale. 

‘The Edinburgh banks appear to be vieing with each other in the 
production of magnificent premises. A year or two ago the Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow bank built a new establishment, which is now to 
be enlarged.. The commercial bank has just now opened a magni- 
ficent structure, on the architecture and sculpture of which the news- 
papers are dilating learnedly. ‘The Western Bank is busily building 
a new office, and the British Linen Company are to commence one 
forthwith, All these places are congregated near the east end of 
George Street, in the new town.

— The government steamer 
Cuckoo is now being employed in carrying seed corn from different 
ports in the Moray Vrith to the West Highlands, part of which, we 
Jearn, is to be sold at reduced prices to cottars who are in indifferent 
circumstances, and the rest is to be given. gratuitously to the more 
destitute. The boon, we are convinced, will be thankfully. received 
by those for whom it is intended. ‘Tne Cuckoo, previous to her 
voyage of calls to the different ports, arrived at Inverness on Mon- 
day last, for the purpose of taking on board the requisite supply of 
coals and provisions for the voyage, She is a handsome, strong built 
vessel, of about 130 horse power, and equipped with a full comple- 
ment of officers, sailors, and marines. 

The inhabitants of Banff were startled, on Sabbath morning, by 
observing a steamer in the bay. The object.of the visitor, which 
proved to be a government steam vessel, was soon apparent. She 
had come to load grain for the Highland districts; and just as the 
people were proceeding: to the forenoon service, men, horses, and 
boats were actively engaged in conveying grain to the vessel. The 
shipment continued without interruption till six o clock in the even- 
ing, when the vessel took her departure up the: Frith, haviwg taken 
on board about 300 quarters of gain.

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MURDER OF BRITISH OFFICERS BY THE 
KAFFIRS. 


The unhappy event of which we are enabled to offer a sketch has 
been erroneously set forth in most of the newspapers. The real 
acts of the case are given in the following extract from a letter from 
olonel C, J. Vander Meulen, who commands the 73d foot, to Lord 
hetwynd, the father of one of the victims. 


Camp on the Kee, Kaffirland, Jan. 15, 1847. 
My dear Lord — It becomes my painful task to announce to you the death of 
your son, who was killed on the 11th inst. by Kaffirs, when in the performance 
of his duty in ca turing some cattle for the troops in camp. He was detached 
from the main body of the regiment, with twenty men, to assist in guarding 
Provisions at the Ford on the Kee, where they were detained in consequence of 
the sudden rise of the river. : 
Being short of meat a party went out in search of cattle, and having discovered 
some ata distance, the few of the party who were mounted (imprudently and in- 
cautiously) pushed on by themselves, six or seven only in number, viz.jtwo 
officers of the Rifle Brigade, Cap’ain Gibson, Assistant Surgeon Howell, and 
three burghers, with your son, and having secured the cattle, and driving them 
on, they were rushed upon by a horde of Kaffirs out of a kloof (r. e. a ravine 
densely wooded), and before any assistance could be afforded them by their party 
in the rear five out of the six were killed, stabbed by the assegais, the only man 
escaping being one of the burghers. The bodies were brought in stabbed in 
many places. * * * * I am told they made a desperate resistance, and killed 
many of the enemy, but having expended their ammunition were overpowered. 


Officers killed in the performance of a public service merit all the 
Sympathy of their countrymen, Tt is cruel to confound the zeal and 
gallantry which urge men beyond prudential limits in the discharge 
of a duty with the fool-hardiness which carries amateurs into the jaws

H. M. S. SAMARANG, 

After four years’ service in the most dangerous of all seas, the 
Chinese, her Majesty's ship the Samarang, 26, arrived last Christmas 
Day at Spithead, and her crew no doubt heard with pleasure the 
booming salute with which on her arrival she honoured the flag of 
the commander-in-chief of that port. It was a singular circum- 
stance, that almost the worst ‘weather"she encountered during the 

eriod she was in commission was when within a few oak of reach- 
ing England. In the Baytof Biscay, and in the chops of the 
Channel especially, she was hardly beset by a tremendous gale 
blowing from the westward, So furious indeed was it at one time, 
that she was compelled to heave to for some hours until the wind 
shifted. Previously, however, a heavy sea had struck her and 
knocked in three of her main deck ports, and washed away her 
hammock nettings. The situation of the crew was not rendered any 
more rgreeable, however, by the sudden shift of the wind, for it un- 
fortunately set in right ahead, and the Samarang was detained nine 
days in soundings before she could get to Spithead. Our illus- 
tration represents her under the effects of the sea that did her so 
much damage, and is taken from a drawing made by one of her own 
officers almost immediately after the occurrence.

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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 


Carr or Goon Horr.—The news contained in the last journals 
from Cape Town and Graham’s Town may be briefly summed up. 
The dates are—Cape Town, Feb. 2; Graham's Town, Jan. 23. Sir 
Henry Pottinger arrived in Table Bay on the night of the 26th of 
Jan., and landed next morning. In a proclamation which he issued 
immediately, he announces that he is empowered to do everything 
“ that may lawfully and discreetly be done ” to prevent future irrup- 
tions of the tribes adjoining the frontier into the colony, and to pro- 
mote civilisation among’these tribes, He was to hold a levee on the 3d 
of February, and immediately afterwards to proceed to the frontier, 
accompanied by Sir G. Berkeley, the commander of the forces. On 
the frontier hostilities were still in'progress. The orders issued to em- 
bark the 90th regiment for England had led to a belief in some quar- 
ters that military operations were about to terminate, To disabuse all 
parties of this error, Col, Somerset issued an order of the day on the 
17th of January, declaring inter alia that “ the colonel commanding 

the forces desires it to be understood that hostilities have not ceased, 
and that he shali expect from all officers commanding troops, heads 
of departments, and others, the utmost activity and zeal in the con- 
duct of their several corps and departments.” Sir Henry enters upon 
the discharge of his duties perfectly free to shape his own course. 
We shall wateh with anxiety to see how he plays his cards. 

Lasuvan.—Mr. Brooks, so well known as the enterprising travel- 
ler and successful settler in the Indian Archipelago, has received an 
official sanction and reward of his labours, by being appointed com- 
missioner and consul-general from England to the Sultan and inde- 
pendent chiefs of Borneo., Mr. Brooks will reside at Sarawak.

Iraxcr.—An incident took place in the Chamber on Tuesday, 
involving a collision between one of the committees and the govern- 
ment, which is likely to give rise to some sharp debates in the 
Chambers. ‘The committee appointed to report on the extraordinary 
cre“it demanded for Algeria, has declared it impolitic and dangerous 
to augment the expenses of that colony, and consequently it opposes 
the expedition against the Kabyles, projected by Marshal Bugeaud. 
In consequence of this resolution, the chairman of the committee, 
M. Dufaure, was directed to communicate with the minister of war 
upon tre subject, which he accordingly did ‘The latter immediately 
assembled the cabinet on the question, On Monday the committee 
received from the minister of war a very laconic letter, written in 
the name of the cabinet, in which the resolution of the committee is 
declared to be a violation of the rights of the executive government, 
and consequently unconstitutional, and that the part the government 
has decided on is simply to return the communication of the com- 
mittee, On reading this, the greatest agitation was manifested in 
the committee, which considered itself offended by the goverment, 

An accident happened on the 12th inst. on the Rouen railway, a 
few yards from the bridge of Grammont. An express engine ran 
into a juggage train containing passengers, which had stopped near 
the bridge for the purpose of gathering the passengers’ tickets. 
There is a curve just at this portion of the road, and the express 
engine, not seeing the train, ran with fearful speed into it.. The 
shock was terrible. One of the third class carriages was smashed, 
and the persons in it thrown out and wounded more or less seriously. 
Many were only bruised; but the number of wounded was six, 
having legs and ribs broken, besides other injuries, As for the train 
itself, the carriages had all been forced into a heap by the concussion. 
Curious to say, the engineer and stoker of the express engine received 
no hurt. The rest of the day and the whole of the night were passed 
in clearing the rails, A strict inquiry is to be instituted into the 
cause of the accident 

On Mouday the letters patent, whereby the Duke de Rianzares 
(M. Munoz) has become a naturalised Frenchman, under the title 
of the Duke de Montmoro, were enrolled in the Cour Royale, M. 
Moreau de la Rochette was also admitted to take the oaths pre- 
scribed by the charter on his being created a baron, 

Spain. — The Madrid mails of the 4th and 5th have brought intel- 
ligence of changes in the palace. It appears that the Queen, under 
the advice of her ministers, dismissed five principal functionaries of 
her household — the Marchioness of Santa Cruz, Camerara-Mayor 
(an office corresponding to the Mistress of the Robes in our house- 
hold); Don Pedro Egana, Intendant of the Palace; M, de Ru- 
bianes, Captain of the Halberdiers ; Colonel Guisos, Lieutenant of 
the same corps; and Count de Cambrés-Altas, Equerry. ‘The 
morning after their dismissal they presented themselves at the palace, 
forced their way to the private chamber of the Queen, and demanded, 
in no very respectfal tone, it would seem, to continue their func- 
tions. Her Majesty, thus bearded in her own house, commanded 
the instant attendance of her ministers, two of whom only at the 
moment (M. Salamanca, minister of finance ; and M, Mazarredo, 
minister of war) were accessible. By their interposition, the Queen 
was protected from farther outrage, but the dismissed functionaries 
did not cease the insolent tone and language they had adopted, and 
two of them were finally put under arrest, 

The “ Madrid Gazette” of the 4th contains the ordonnance which 
recalls M. Olozaga, and the declaration of the minister of justice, in 
which all that passed in the palace on this occasion, particulars of 
which we have already given, is stated in detail. ‘he ordonnance 
adopted the term oblivion, but not pardon. oe tes aoe 

The Government having been informed that Queen Christina in- 
tended to depart from Paris for Madrid on the 5th of Apri, had de- 
cided that her Majesty should not be permitted to re-enter Spain, 
and despatched to her in all haste General Manuel de la Concha, to 
dissuade her from undertaking the journey. It was even said, that 
if she persisted in that resolution General Concha was invested with 
full power to arrest her, M., Martinez de la Rosa had refused the 
post of ambassador to, Rome. 

Poxrucat. — We have accounts from Lisbon to the 5th, and from 
Oporto to the 8th inst. No charge had taken place in the po- 
sition of the belligerent parties. ‘There had been indeed some move- 
ment of troops. An expedition sent to the Algarves had landed, it 
was said, at Lagos, and was about to march to Iivora, to join the 
Conde, Mello; and in Oporto itself some misunderstanding had 
arisen between bodies of the insurgents, but it was only slight, and 
was soon arranged. ‘Lhe great feature, however, of the news is, that 
the Queen's cause seemed tu lose ground, and that its weakness was 
too palpable to be concealed. ‘There was some rumour of conces- 
sions to the people {of Oporto, to the exclusion of that portion of 
them that belongs to the Miguelite party; but there was little likeli- 
hood that the terms of the royalists would be accepted if offered, and 
the cause of the insurgents oniy seemed the more improving, The 
blockade of the Douro was repeatedly broken; the Black Cat, with 
arms and ammunition for the Junta, had entered in defiance of the 
royalist squadron, and another vessel with arms despatched to the 
popular general, Sa da Bandeira, had left in a similar manner. On 
the whole, there appears as little prospect of an adjustment of the 
affairs of that unhappy country as that afforded by any intelligence 
we have had from it tor some months past. 

SwitzentaNp, — The seven cantons of the ultra-montane league 
have addressed a demand to the other cantons for the re-establish- 
ment of the convents in Aarau. The league also avows its intention 
of opposing by armed force any attempt to expel the Jesuit. The 
Vorort of Berne has sent a circular to all the cantons, stating that it 
is not in its power to put a stop to the extraordinary arming of the 
seven ultra-montane cantons, and that the Diet alone can take mea- 
sures relative thereto, 

Ganicia, Marcu 30. — Some alarm was felt at Lemberg on the 
the 29th ult., owing to rumours of an intended rising against the 
Germans. Tt was said that the water in all the fountains had been 
poisoned. ‘lhe goveinor of Posen announced that every military 
precaution had been taken, It was remarked that the posts at the 
powder Magazines had been doubled, and also at the public foun- 
tains, which latter fact probably gave rise to the rumour. Great 
Anxiety still was felt, as these measures of precaution were still ad- 
hered to, Phe misery in some parts of Galicia is extreme; the pea- 
sants have been reduced to the necessity of slaughtering their horses, 
Large quantities of corn were exported from Podolia. 

Trieste, Arnit 2,—Jn six trials the German overland mail has 

ad che advantage over the French, Jn order to make use of the 
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victory, the Austrian Lloyd will begin with August the communica- 
tion between Trieste and Alexandria, twice in the month, in strict 
connexion with the steam-boats to and from the West Indies, and 
will make the necessary arrangements to establish a regular com- 
munication by couriers with England, coinciding with the arrival 
and departure of the mail. The courier will deliver the packets of 
letters from India to the proper post officers to forward them, the

the route to India and back by way of Trieste. If, in the sequel, the 
establishment of, regular steam communication between New York 
and Bremen affords the possibility of performing the whole route in 
thirteen days, the entire correspondence of North America will like- 
wise take the way through Germany, and join in Hanover the over- 
land‘mail. The forwarding of letters will soon be followed by that 
of passengers, when the necessary arrangements shall have been taken 
tu ensure safety, convenience, and correctness, 

Warsaw, Marcu 29.—The arrest of persons politically suspected 
still continues.

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THE WEEK. 
Tne Members of the House of Commons have come back to 
school, and have settled to their duties with wonderful alacrity 
On Monday the army and the navy were the leading topics of 
conversation ; but as regarded the former, it was a case of fumum 
ex fulgore, inasmuch as Sir Howard Douglas brought forward a 
discussion about sergeants and paymasters, which led to no prac- 
tical result, and Sir De Lacy Evans introduced a motion for 
enquiry into the subjeet of soldiers’ rations, pensions, &c., and 
then withdrew it. Tuesday was much occupied with motions for 
leave to bring in bills, one of which only was successfully resisted 
Mr. Muntz moved for leave to bring in a Bill to enable retail 
brewers in the [midland counties to keep open their houses till 
twelve o'clock at night, as the metropolitan brewers are permitted 
to do. Sir G. Grey did not see the necessity for such a measure, 
and could not assent to the motion. It did not necessarily follow 
that the time for which retail brewers in London were allowed 
to keep their houses open would be a reasonable time to extend 
to those in the country districts. Mr. Muntz would not give way, 
and on pressing his motion to a division, it was negatived by a 
vote of 77 to 4. 

On Wednesday the Roman Catholie Relief Bill was defeated 
in committee. Sir Robert Inglis, in the van of its opponents, 
contended that the Bill was calculated to endanger Protestantism 
and the Protestant church and constitution; a view of the matter 
which was also taken by Mr, Law, Mr. Plumptre, Mr. Goulburn, 
Mr, Estcourt, and others. ‘The support given to the Bill by the 
Government was lukewarm, and was rather to be discovered in 
the division than the speeches of Sir George Grey and his 
followers, 

Beyond the walls of the House of Commons little has occurred 
to mark the vitality of political Society, if we except the great 
meetings taking place everywhere pro and con the government 
plan of education, Wedo not remember a time when the dis- 
senting interest displayed so marked an hostility to the measures 
of the Government. But their opposition is only productive of 
the heartier support of the established clergy. The meetings of 
the latter, and of the distinguished statesmen who think with 
them, have been marked by a highly commendable fervour of tone. 

There is nothing from the Continent, from America, or India, 
deserving special mention in this column. Such details as are 
worthy of perusal will be found elsewhere. The narrative of the 
loss of the Tweed, which appeared in the daily papers after we 
had gone to press last week, is likewise given in a foregoing 
column, and forms an appropriate pendant to our leading article 
and engraving. : 

Mr. William Penney was elected on Saturday last, without op- 
position, to represent East Somerset. After his election he ad- 
dressed his constituency, assuring them that he was no friend to 
protection, nor to the attempt of the Protectionist party to vote six- 
teen millions for railways in Ireland; that he liked the govern- 
ment plan of education, and wished to keep hims t open” on 
the subject of the endowment of the Roman Catholic clergy. 

East India home affairs have occupied conspicuous attention 
during the week. On Monday, a great meeting of the East India 
Railway proprietors was held, when a statement was delivered of 
the progress made towards the commencement of operations ; and 
the chairman communicated the sentiments of the directors in 
respect to the future. An amalgamation has, it seems, been 
effected with the Great Western of Bengal Company. ‘The reader 
1s referred to the “ United Service Gazette” for a condensed ac- 
fount of this meeting and its results. 
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The election of six new East India directors took place on 
Wednesday last, when the five who were to come in by rotation 
and Mr. Ross D. Mangles were duly elected. The polling was 
vigorously conducted, and General Caulfield stood sufficiently 
high to encourage him to proceed to the ballot on the next occa- 
sion of a vacancy.

THE CURRENCY. 

THERE are more fraudulent doings connected with the banking 
transactions, than could ever be charged against the most gam- 
bling practices of the Stock Exchange. Some of these have 
latterly} been usefully exposed by a kind of retributive justice 
with which, sooner or later, current circumstances always visit 
the sins of the foolish and selfish. Great has been the con- 
sternation thereat among the bullion monopolists; but let it 
be perfectly understood, not so much at the Joss and pending 
ruin brought on by their measures; their only alarm being, that 
the natural truths of a legitimate currency system might, by force 
and necessity, demonstrate themselves in the exigencies of the 
times, and so expose the real character of their schemes, to 
restrict the commerce of this country within the limits, not of its 
natural products, nor of the labour of the inhabitants, nor of the 
nation’s credit, but of the amount of gold in the country — an 
expensive and inconvenient foreign commodity, which the bul- 
lionists and the law-makers alone possess in any quantity, and for 
the use of which they take very good care to make the gulled 
and cheated public pay through the nose. 

Fortunately, the fears of the bullionists have been well founded, 
and the public has become of late greatly enlightened upon the 
subject of the present currency laws, Of course, their fate is 
sealed. We have not a doubt upon the subject ourselves, for Sir 
Robert Peel could never have passed his absurd and ruinous mea- 
sure but for the national ignorance, which was imposed upon, and 
aided by the selfishness of those who did know anything upon the 
subject — the bullionists— who perceived that it would give them 
the command of all the trade of.the country, and make every 
man’s profits subject to a heavy discount to them, for the use of 
the gold, which was made absolutely necessary in all money trans- 
actions, All the business of actual payment was thus forced into 
the hands of a few provided with the metal ; and articles of trade, 
in every instance, made to submit to a gold purchase, instead of 
being left to the cheaper and more natural process of simple 
barter, which might be very easily effected by a paper represent- 
ation of the value of the goods. i 

The late drain of gold to America and other countries, LH od 
ment for corn required under circumstances of great scarcity in 
Great Britain, has materially assisted in opening the eyes of John 
Bull. Increased difficulty in obtaining cash for bills, however re- 
spectable, because it would increase the difficulties of the Bank’s 
position with respect to Government, and the due observance of 
law, induced him to ask for an explanation, and then out it comes, 
that the whole scheme of the currency laws was 2 delusive fraud, 
and the blame is shifted from the bankers to the legislature. In 
the mean time, John Bull, also, thinks he is laughed at, when he 
finds, on referring to the latest news from America, that the gold 
which he is so much in want of Brother Jonathan hardly knows 
what to do with. In New York gold is a drug in the market, and 
British credit, in more repute there than at home, 1s frecly specu- 
lated upon in exchange for the useless metal, and our cotton and 
corn bills are being bought up with avidity, the discounting profit, 
of course, being vastly increased by the artificial value gold has 
acquired by circumstances in England. ‘This, indeed, is a striking 
lesson, and will not, we hope, be lost on the British public. The 
very same operation by which the Americans are at present en- 
riching themselves, is that which in more prosperous times falls 
to the share of our own bullionists, Their profits, however, are 
now transferred to the other side of the Atlantic, and the scale of 
such transactions being demonstrable in large proportions, w 1s 
impossible not to see the absurdity and folly of which the nation 
has hitherto been guilty in submitting to the selfish and short- 
sighted commercial policy protected and encouraged in the mea- 
sure known generally as Sir Robort Peel’s Currency Law. 
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RELIGIOUS TOLERATION IN PRUSSIA. 

The following evidence of the tolerant spirit of the monarch who 
is the worthy sponsor of our Heir Apparent, and whose offering on 
the occasion of the baptism is engraved this week in our paper, will, 
we are sure, be read with feelings of gratification by the members of 
every religious denomination in the kingdom. The“ Prussian State 
Gazette” of the 9th contains the following royal order of the King 
of Prussia, dated the 30th ult., relative to new religicus societies :— 


We, Frederick William, Xc., make known to our subjects the dispositions of 
the common right respecting the liberty of religious beliet. We think it right to 
declare that if, on the one hand, we are resolved to protect In the most efficacious 
manner, and to maintain in all the power of their special rignts the evangelical 
and Roman Catholic churches, whose existence is connected with history and 
with political treaties, it is equally our firm will to maintain intact the liberty 
of belief and conscience established by common right, and to grant to our sub. 
jects, according to the general laws of the country, the liberty of meeting in 
common to perform divine worship. Those who do not think they can reconcile 
their conscience with the belief of the dogmas of the religion to which they have 
belonged, and who consequently embrace anocher creed, are not only free to do 
so, retaining all their civil rights and honours, but they cw no longer take part 
in the constitutional rights of the church which they have quitted, If anew re- 
ligious society be, as regards doctrine and belief, in accordance with one of the 
religious sects recognised by the peace of Westpnalia, and if there be in this sect 
an ecclesiastical ministry, it shail obtain, with the approvation of the society, the 
faculty of performing, in those parts of the country in which the common German 
right is in force, all acts concerning the establishment or the guarantee of private 
rights, which, according to law, belong to the minister. In all other cases, with 
religious societies authorised by the state upon common. principles, the persons 
charged with acts relative to ‘religious service are excluded from the faculty of 
acts relative to civil rights like those which have been indicated. The validity 
of'these acts must be guaranteed by a publication of the judicial authorities. 
The parties interested may, however, accomplish alt official acts with the aid of 
a priest of any one of the churches authorised by law. ‘The feeling as to reli- 
gious matters having determined us to express our principles as to the admission, 
the formation, and the organisation of religious soctactak in general,we reserve to 
ourselves to profit by experlence for the completion of the dispositions of the 
common right by special legislative enactments. 


In addition to the above, the King has addressed the following to 
the ministry ; — 


If in any order of this day concerning the formation of new religious societies, 
I have only mamtained the enjoyment of their rights and civil honours to those 
who, in quitting their church, join a religious society approved by the state, this 
disposition (as 1 céclare to the ministry to prevent mistakes) is not to be inter. 
preted in such a way as that it may be Supposed that the becoming a member of 
a religious society, not yet approved of by the state, will necessarily involve the 
loss ot right and honours. Such an interpretation would be an erroneous one, 
1 desire, above all, that it may be known that no civil or military functionary 
can be deprived of his rights or employment by the fact of his having separated 
from his church, and joined a religious society which has not received the ap- 
probation of the state, unless the fanctions be, as in the case of a schoolmaster, 
dependent upon a particular religion, I charge the chiefs of the different 
branches of the government to make this known to all the subordinate 
authorities, 
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THE COURT.

On Monday afternoon, the Queen and the Prince Consort, with 
the royal children, after a sojourn of twelve days only, left Windsor 
Castle for Buckingham Palace. The august party occupied five 
carriages and four, and was escorted from the Castle to the Slough 
Station of the Great Western Railway by a party of Life Guards. A 
special train conveyed the royal party to the Paddington ‘Terminus, 
from whence the Queen and Prince Albert, the royat children, and 
the ladies and gentlemen of the royal suite, proceeded in five car- 
riages and four, escorted by a party of Jancers, to Buckingham Palace, 
where they arrived at four o'clock. ‘The Queen, it is understood, 
does not intend returning to Windsor Castle before the Ist of June 
(Ascot races); but it is probable that her Majesty and the royal 
family will pass a week or two at Claremont previous to the birth-day

RAILROADS. 

Easr Inpranw Ran.way. — The shareholders in the East Indian 
Railway had their first meeting on Monday, and received a highly 
satisfactory report from the directors. ‘The East India Company 
have, by the tenour of their despatches, allowed — Ist. That it was 
d-emed of great importance to connect the se. t of the supreme go- 
vernment of India with the northwest provinces. 2d. That provided 
no serious difficulty, arising out of the physical character of the 
country, be found to exist, the line for the first railway in India 
should be from Calcutta to Delhi, through Mirzapore. 8d. That 
the Honourable East India Company were prepared to sanction the 
construction of two sections of that tine—one in the lower and the 
other in the upper provinces; to grant the land for the raiiway, free 
ofall cost, for 99 years; to advance interest at the rate of 4 per cent. 
per annum for 15 years, on the capital to be employed on these sece 
tions, not exceeding 3,000,000/. sterling; to commence paying such 
interest so soon as a contract should be arranged; and to receive re- 
payment thereof when the profits of the line should exceed 4 per 
cent.” And although it was thought that even better terms might 
have been obtained, the directors conceived that it would be advis- 
able to accept them at once, and commence operations during the 
next cold season. 

Presentation oF Prate. —A very splendid service of plate, to be 
presented to Lord Torrington by the proprietors of the South. 
Eastern Railway Company, in testimony of the regard for the ser- 
vices he has rendered them as a director, &c., has been completed at 
the manufactory of Messrs. Hunt and Roskell. It is valued at 
3000 guineas, and includes, besides the usual service for the dinner 
table, candelabra and costly ornamental decorations. The designs 
of these and of some of the other pieces are peculiarly chaste and 
finély modelled, ‘Ihe four seasons are introduced, together with the 
forms of birds and sylvan animals.

A sincutar Scener occurred on Thursday in the Queen's Bench 
before Lord Chief Justice Denman, in the case of the Queen v. 
Adams. Mr. Lush moved for a writ of habeas corpus to brin up 
the bodies of two elderly females, who had been confined in White- 
cross Street Prison, and also applied for their discharge, as they had 
been in prison since 1844. They had pleaded guilty to an indict. 
ment, and the prosecutor had refused to pray the judgment of the 
Court upon them, aud the consequence was that they had been de- 
tained in custody ever since, and had been maintained at considerable 
expense to the justices. Mr, Lush said that the parties were present.

Bow Srrerr. — Personatinc a Navar OFFICER'S Winow, — 
Lydia Basey was charged with personating Mrs. Gutterey, the widow 
of Lieut. JuGuterey and receiving a pension of 50/. per annum, 
thereby defrauding the Admiralty, the said Mrs. Gutterey having 
died in 1841. Mr. Henry Whalley, clerk in the Navy Pay Office, 
said he had been in the habit of paying the pensions granted to 
the widows of naval officers, either personally, or upon a power of 
attorney. The pension to Mrs, Gutterey was granted by the Lords 
ofthe Admiralty on Sept. Ist, 1833, as ‘the widow of Lieut. James 
Gutterey. ‘The pension had been always paid up to the present time 
gunder a power of attorney to Messrs, Pettet and Newton, as was 

upposed for the real Mrs. Gutterey. Mr. Haines, inspector of the 
detective force, said he went to No. 2. Princes Court, London Road, 
and on seeing the prisoner, asked her if she had any knowledge of 
Mrs. Gutterey, which she denied, and he then told her that the solici- 
tor of the Admiralty had been told that some one had been per- 
sonating Mrs. Gutterey. He then told her that the solicitor of the 
Admiralty wished to see her, She expressed great disinclination to 
go, but he took her into custody. At the station house she said, 
“ I did get the money. Mrs. Gutterey owed my husband some rent 
when she died, and she told him to get her pension two or three times 
to pay it, and after he died 1 continued to receive it.” When he 
afterwards went to search the house, a daughter of the prisoner said 
to him if he would forgive her mother she would tell the truth. She 
told him the name of a woman who had written the declarations and 
the letters to Messrs, Pettet and Newton. When at the Station 
house, two clergymen, whose names are attached to the certiticates, 
came in; one of them the prisoner immediately addressed as Mr. 
Saunders. Ann Lydia Basey, daughter of the prisoner, said that 
when Mrs. Gutterey died, she told her father to get her pension to 
repay him for what she owed him. He did So, and when her father 
was dying, he advised her mother to give up receiving it, and she said 
she would, but the young woman who was present said, « Oh, keep 
it up, you will never be tound out.” She had been with her mother 
to Messrs, Pettet and Newton's twice when she had received money 
Mr. Hall remanded her for a week.

FINN ARTS, 

The new House of Lords, in the new Houses of Parliament, 
opened on Thursday afternoon, This is an event of consequence in 
the history of the buildinz, and we congratulate the architect on the 
thus far successful completion of his labours. Much, however, re- 
mains to be done, As yet but three portions of the building may be 
calied in any way complete — the lobby of the Lords, the House of 
Lords, and the Victoria Hall, the House of Lords forming the centre 
of the three, The approach to the lobby is by a temporary struc- 
ture, which may have something to do with the surprise one feels at 
entering an apartment which carries one back to the period of the 
middle ages, and brings the description of Froissart and Monstrelet 
fresh to the recollection. All is mediaval—walls, floor, and ceiling ; 
you tread on herajdic tiles, and see suring-courses of heraldry above 
containing the arms of the first peers that constituted a parliament, 
All has been done by rule. There is a precedent for almost every 
thing, ‘The very carving on the stone-work is gilt and coloured ; 
pa't of the floor, encircling the heraldic rose in the centre of the 
lobby, is of metal inlaid, and the folding doors are of burnished 
brass. By these doors we enter the House of Lords, a noble room, 
90 feet by 45, and 40 feet in height. There is no describing in detail 
the gorgeous hall you are in, Lt is the House of the Cloth of Gold. 
At the upper end of the house is the throne, a mass of tabernacle 
work and gilding more like a shrine for St. Tnomas a Beckett, or at 
least our Lady of Walsingham, and just that kind of seat where fancy 
would place Edmund the Martyr or Edward the Confessor, not 
William IV. or Queen Victoria, Immediately above the throne is 
Mr. Dyce’s fresco “ The Baptism of Ethelbert,” too high to be seen 
to advantage, and on either side of the fresco rich red ‘draperies 
powdered with stars, and crowns, and lions in yellow, suspended to 
conceal the recesses left vacant for future trescoes. ‘At the lower 
eud of the house is the reporters’ gallery, and immediately above 
that three more vacant arcades for frescoes assigned to Messrs, 
Maclise, Horsley, and Cope. Nothing, however, has as yet been 
done to them, ‘The eye ascending beholds a flat panelled ceiling 
filled with shields, devices, and legends, which puzzle and fatigue 
attention, Ranging Jower you observe that the house is lighted with 
twelve windows, six on either side, and that one of the windows is 
filled with painted glass, containing full-length figures of early kings 
and queens, made by Mr, Hardman of Birmingham, in the spirit of 
mediaeval art — out of ‘drawing in every line, and every one with 
hands like glove-stretchers. ‘hese are done as a “pattern” for 
Messrs, Ballantyne and Ailan, who have the commission for the 
stained glass, to work by. Between the windows and at either end 
of the house are niches, eighteen in number, fur statues of the 
Magna charta barons; but two alone have as yeu been erected — 
Langton, archbishop of Canterbury, and Robert Fitzwalter, “ marshal 
of the army of God and the holy church,” These are by Mr. Thomas, 
the able sculptor of the whole of the statues throughout the building. 
Tmmediately beneath the windows runs a light and elegant gallery 
of brass-work, filled in compartments with coloured mastic in inita- 
tion of enamel. On the soflites of the gallery (or cornice imme- 
diately beneath the gallery) are the arms of the sovereigns and 
chancellors of England fiom the reign of Edward ILL. to the pre- 
sent time, and teow these are the seats of the peers, five on either 
side, covered with red morocco, and Juxurious to sit down upon, 
The body of the house is occupied by a large table of oak (plain for 
a wonder), and the red woolsack of the chancellor. ihe carpet is 
blue, powdered with stars, in the old star-chamber fashion, and the 
carpet of the throne is red, spotted with heraldic lions and roses, 
Afer this general description of the exterior of the house we may 
turn to some of the details, 

Two years must elapse, it is said, before the House of Commons 
is ready ; and five, it is supposed, before the whole structure is com- 
plete. ‘The chief features of the exterior will be the front towards 
the river — the Victoria ‘Tower and the Clock ‘Tower; of the in. 
terior, the two Houses of Parliament, the octagon or central hall, 
the Victoria Gallery, St, Stephen's Hall, old Westminster Hall, 
and the crypt of the ancient chapel of St. Stephen. The West- 
minster Bridge end will contain the apartments of the speaker and 
the serjeant-at- arms, and the Vauxhall Bridge end the apartments 
of the usher of the black rod and the Jords' librarian, T'he exterior 
is of hard magnesian limestone, from Bolsover in Nottinghamshire, 
and the interior of Caen stone. The main beams and joists are of 
iron throughout, and the number of statues already about the build- 
ing are upwards, it is said, of 250,

TRAVELLING IN Eayrr.—What could 
four fat, heavily-clothed Europeans, 
sinking over the shoes at every step, do 
against four Arab horses? We were 
very soon done up, and all except my- 

Seat inside again. Iwas afraid to 
trust myself inside, and stood on the 
iron step which hung down behind, like 
an omnibus conductor. I went on for 
some miles in this way, when a sudden 
jolt threw me off. I foolishly caught 
hold of the iron step as I fell, and was 
dragged for some yards along the 
ground before I could get up, and was 
much strained in the right arm and 
side. I was glad to get in, and risk 
another upset, as soon as I could stop 
the van. It was mended at the station 
where we stopped for breakfast, and we 
got on very well for the rest of the 
journey, always excepting the joltings, 
which were numerous and severe. 
We stopped three times for meals, and 
about every seven or eight miles to 
change horses. The horses are full of 
fire, but very deficient in grooming, 
and generally much chafed by the har- 
ness. On being unharnessed, they in- 
variably rolled for some time in the 
sand, which seemed to have the effect of 
clearing off the sweat and smoothing 
the coat, and I do not think they get 
any other grooming. The same set of 
harness is used throughout the journey, 
and as of course it does not fit all the 
horses, there is great trouble and delay 
each time of starting. The horses 
sometimes turned right round, some- 
times laid down, and sometimes went 
off at right angles, and sometimes each 
horse in the team took a different 
freak. They have always to be led 
some hundred yards by the grooms 
before they start fair; but when the 
do start, they go at a rattling pace, 
though from the soft nature of the 
ground they do not make so much 
progress as might be expected,

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ST. GILES’S CHURCH, CAMBERWELL. 
In 1840, the parish church of Camberwell was destroyed by fire. 


It is not only the pheenix that rises more beautiful from its ashes. 
On the site of the old building was raised, in the short space of three 
te one of the most elegant of modern ecclesiastical structures, 

he new church is dedicated, as was its predecessor, to St, Giles, 
who appears to have been a very popular saint in the neighbourhood 
of ancient London. It was consecrated by the Bishop of Winches- 


ter, June 16, 1844, in the presence of an immense assemblage, 


attracted by the reputed beauty of the edifice. The elevation is in the 


florid style of Gothic architecture, and although. abounding with 
ornamental masonry and other adornments, nothing obtrudes as 


heavy or profuse. n the contrary, the effect of the whole is sub- 
dued and chaste, and every spectator is impressed with the consum- 
mate skill and taste of the architect who designed it. The cost of 


its erection was upwards of 20,0001. 


The church is built of Whitby stone, and stone from Caen, in 
Normandy, and consists of a nave, transept, and chancel; a choir, a 


square tower, ascending from the transept, surmounted with an octa- 
gon spire. The length of the nave is 78 feet; of the tower across 
the transept of the chancel, 42 feet 6 inches. The breadth of the 
nave, without aisles, is 25 feet 6 inches ; with aisles 58 feet 6 inches, 
Length of the transept 80 feet ; breadth of the chancel 23 feet. The 


interior height of the nave is 63 feet, and under the tower the height 
is 50 feet. The external height of the tower and spire is 210 feet. 


The chancel is fitted up with open stalls, with elaborately-carved 


poppy: heads, &c., of oak down each side. The floor is of encaustic 
tiles, and containing near the chancel arch, the royal arms and 
those of the patrons, &c., of the church, emblazoned in their proper 


heraldic colours, in porcelain, ‘Two stone steps lead to the altar 


rails, which are of carved oak. The floor within the rails is also 


laid down with encaustic tiles, but of a different pattern from the rest 


of the chancel. Another floor, similarly paved, is raised one step 


above the rest, upon which stands the altar-table. The altar-table 


itself is a square stone slab, supported by six octagonal pillars. The 
altar-screen, of stone, corresponds with the style of the chancel. jt 
is composed of five pedimented arches, supported on clustered co- 
lumns, with capitals of the characteristic foliage of the time, The 
architects were Messrs. Scott and Moffatt.

Tux Exectarc Terrararn.—The “ Liverpool Times” tof Tues- 
day states that a gentleman was in that town on Saturday last, 
making arrangements for introducing that mode of communication 
between Liverpool and the metropolis. He had previously made 
similar arrangements in Manchester, and it is hoped that both these 
capitals of Lancashire will be connected with London and with each 
other by means of the electric wire within three months of the pre- 
sent time, The same paper says:—‘ The manner in which the in- 
formation received in Liverpool from London, Manchester, and 
other stations is to be made available is as follows :—A large room is 
to be taken near the Exchange News Room (if possible in the same 
building), into which the wires and the whole apparatus are to be in- 
troduced. Here all information of public interest will be received, 
and be immediately deciphered, and posted up, for the information 
of the subscribers to this telegraphic news room. ‘The yearly sub- 
scription will be from two to three guineas, and for this sum the sub- 
scribers will be entitled to see all intelligence relative to the arrival 
of the East and West India mails,{markets ; to political events of im- 
portance, as decisions in Parliament; to the arrival of Liverpool 
vessels at other ports, and whatever else may be thought deserving of 
transmission by telegraph. ‘The company wil} also convey private 
communications, 

Venritation.—Dr. Arnott’s double-acting air-pump was used on 
board the Anson, formerly a seventy-four gun ship, which last year 
carried out to Australia 500 convicts, a larger number than the Go- 
yernment had ever before ventured to send in one vessel; there were, 
in addition, 300 troops and the crew; in all about 1000 persons. The 
apparatus was worked by one lad; and it was reported that about 
three times more air was driven in than by the four-wheeled ventila- 
tor commonly used, and which required eight men to work it. Only 
one person, and that an old epileptic, died on the passage; all the 
others enjoyed singular health during the voyage, and it was re- 
marked, when they landed, that they had fresh complexions, very un- 
like what was observed in ordinary cases.

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THEATRES. 

Her Masesty’s Taratre, — On Tuesday night Verdi's opera of 
I Due Foscari was repeated; and its second performance almost 
surpassed the first in its success, and ‘enthusiastic reception by a fas- 
shionable, elegant, and crowded audience. Madame Montenegro 
sang altogether much more efficiently and pleasingly even than on 
her first appearance; and in the duet with Jacopo (Fraschini), “ No 
non morrai,” was warmly and most deservedly encored, Similar suc- 
cess awaited the duet immediately following, and beginning “ Spe- 
ranza dolce ancora.” The briliiant quartett at the close of the prison 
scene, was again beautifully executed ; and the four vocalists (Mon- 
tenegro, Coletti, Fraschini, and Bouché) were called forward at its 
termination, to receive the renewed plaudits of the delighted au- 
dience, Coletti, as Francisco Foscari, fully confirmed the impression 
produced by his former representation of the part. At is a wonderful 
and perfect performance, whether it be regarded in a dramatic or 
woes point of view. Fraschini was excellent throughout, and re- 
ceived a large share of the generously and justly awarded applause 
throughout the opera. Indeed, the unexpected production in so ad- 
mirable and effective a style a week before it was intended to be re- 
presented, must be admitted to prove most praiseworthy and unusual 
Management on the part of the authorities at this establishment. 
Lucile Grahn gained another triumph in the divertissement of La 
Bacchante (in which she made her second appearance this season), 
being unanimously encored therein; while the ballet of Thea brilliantly 
concluded the evening’s performances — Marie Taglioni being very 
successful, as usual; and Rosati, comme à l'ordinaire, gaining a 
double encore in the second tableau. ‘The house was completely 
filled, The Queen and his Royal Highness Prince Albert honoured 
the performances with their presence. 

Rovan Iranian Orena,—Lucia di Lammermoor was performed 
at Covent Garden on ‘Tuesday night. Madame Persiani appeared 
. in the character of the heroine, and Salvi in that of Edgar Ravens- 
wood. Persiani’s re-appearance, after an absence of three years, 
was hailed with acclamation. She looked remarkably well, and was 
in the fullest possession of her vocal powers. She acted with her 
accustomed sweetness and pathos; and,in the purity of her tones, 
the grace and delicacy of her execution, her brilliant articulation of 
rapid passages, and her rich and finished embellishments, she left all 
rivalry far behind. Her reception during the whole piece was en- 
thusiastic, Salvi, who made his first appearance on our stage, 
showed himself to be worthy of his high continental reputation. He 
is tall and handsome both in face and figure, His voice is a very 
pure tenor; less powerful, we think, than Fraschini’s, but much 
more mellow and sweet, and more capable, constantly, of soft and 
tender expression. The beauty of his performance was fully appre- 
ciated, and he (as well as Persiani) was called for at the end of each 
act of the opera. Ronconi sustained the part of Ashton; but the 
effect of this great performer’s debut (as it may be called) was marred 
by a severe hoarseness, which so much affected his voice that, after 
the first scene, it was found necessary to solicit in his benalf the in- 
dulyence ot the audience, Notwithstanding this unfortunate cir. 
cumstance, he occasionally showed great powers both as an actor and 
a singer, especially in the scene with Lucia, in the second act. The 
character of Bidebent was performed by Signor Polinini, who did it 
great justice. His voice is of good quality and considerable power; 
and all he did was marked by good sense aud propriety. The theatre 
was very full in every part, 

Lyceum. —On Wednesday night, a new apropos operatic bagatelle, 
from the pen of Mr, Angus B. Reach, and entitled Jenny Lind at 
Last, or, the Swedish Nightingale, was produced. Mr. Reach has

On one occasion, while going never a scene, she is 
overheard by Mr, Granby Gay (Mr. Bender), a London manager, 
who, it appears, is in search of a star; knowing that Jenny Lind is 
in the hotel, he mistakes the young lady singing for the clever Swede, 
He at once enters and offers her an engagement. Jenny Leather- 
lungs, finding she is mistaken for another, humours the joke and ac- 
cepts the engagement.

Tur New Coonry Counrs,— The jurisdiction of the court ex- 
tends to debts to the amount of 20L, ahd to hurts and wrongs of all 
descriptions where the damages are not laid above 54. Plaints of 
ejectment for rents under 50}. may also be brought before the court, 
‘The following is a list of the court fees on entering plaints. Cost of 
a summons if the defendant resides within one mile of the court 
house: — For sums not exceeding 20s., 9d. ; for sums exceeding 20s. 
and not exceeding 40s., 1s. 4d. with an additional charge ot 6d. in 
the pound (being the general fund fee); if above 40s. and not ex- 
ceeding 51, 2s. 6d., besides the general fund fee, which is 1s. in the 
pound on all sums above 40s, ; if above 54 and not exceeding 101, 
4s. 10d, ; if above 101, 7s., if the action is founded on contract, and 
8s if it is founded on tort, ‘Lhe allowances to witnesses are as 
follow : — Gentlemen, merchants, bankers, professional men, 7s. 6d. 
aday; tradesmen, auctioneers, accountant, clerks, and yeomen, 5s. 3 
journeymen, labourers, and the like, 2s. Travelling expenses, per 
mile, one way, Gd. The points most important to be observed by 
Sultors are the following: — By a plaintiff; he must apply at the 
Office of the court to enter a plaint in a book to be kept there, If 
the sum be above 6., he must deliver as many copies of the particu- 
lars of his demand, or cause of action, as there are defendants, ‘The 
plaintiff on entering the plaint will 1eceive from the cierk a note, 
which must be produced on taking any money out of court, or he 
must procure the order of the judge for that purpose. ‘I'he clerk 
will fill up the summons with a copy of the particulars, Every 
summons must be served ten clear days before the holding of the 
court at which it is returnable, and must be served personally, or left 
with some person at defendant's dwelling-house or place of business ;

but where it has not been served personally, and the defendant does 
not appear, it must be proved that the service has come to his know- 
ledge ten clear days before the 1eturn, If the defendant pays any 
money into court he must do so five clear days before the return of 
the summons, If plaintiff accepts the sum so paid in satisfaction, he 
must give the clerk and the ‘defendant a written notice of it three 
clear days before the return of the summons, The action shall then 
be discontinued, and the plaintiff shall not be liable to any further 
costs. In default of the notice, the action will proceed; and if the 
plaintiff do not appear at the hearing, he will be liable to pay the de- 
fendant's costs. By a defendant: In case he has any set-off, he 
must give notice thereof in writing to the clerk, and deliver him two 
copies of the particulars thereof five clear days before the return of 
the summons. ‘The like notice must be given of any special defence 
of infancy, coverture, statute of limitations, or his discharze under 
the bankrupt or insolvent laws, In debts exceeding 5 the party re- 
quiring a jury must give two clear days’ notice to the clerk before the 
return of the summons. When an order is made for payment of 
money by instalments, they are to be paid at the clerk's office, at 
such periods as the court shall order; and if no order be made as to 
the periods of payments, the first instalment is to become due at the 
expiration of 1 calendar month from the day of making the order, and 
the successive instalments will be payable at intervals of one month 
from each other. Facilities are provided for enforcing claims by or 
against executors and administrators, A defendant can be examined 
as well as his wife. 

Poxcu on tie Enucation Scueme, — Being requested to “ pro- 
nounce”.on the subject of the government education scheme, we beg 
Jeave to say that we have weighed the pros and cons in those scales of 
justice which we always carry about with us, We have looked at the 
project itself, and at the character of the opposition which it has en-

She was 
very much intoxicated, and deceased endeavoured 10 quiet her, but 
insiead of doing so, she struck him a violent blow on the abdomen 
which rendered him ivsensible. While upon the ground she com- 
menced jumping on him in a violent manner, The deceased bled 
most profusely from the mouth, and he was with great difficulty 
rescued by his companions. The poor fellow was immediately car- 
ried to the London Hospital, where he expired on Monday,
